WASHINGTON TO EUROPE 

The British Chancellor of the Exchequer ad- 
mits that his mission to the United States was a 
failure. He tells his countrymen that for the next 
sixty years they will have to pay 30 million pounds 
per year to wipe off their debt to the republic, 
interest included. It had been hoped to secure an 
interest rate which would have brought the an- 
nual instalment down to twenty millions. Con- 
gress was unwilling to revise the terms, and as the 
Chancellor says there is nothing to do but comply 
with the demand. That will be done, of course. 
Britain always pays its debts. 

But it is not strange that there is something 
akin to consternaton in the old lands at the an- 
nouncement. That not only on account of the 
enormity of the sum, and the hardships that will 
be imposed upon the British tax-payers to meet 
the huge annual appropriation, but becuuse the 
proposal for somewhat easier terms was refused. 
The meaning of that refusal may as well ge plain- 
ly-construed first as last, and Europe make up its 
mind to abide by the ruling. It is the official re- 
sponse from Washington to the hope that the 
United States would help Europe out of its 
troubles by easing the terms of the payment of the 
eleven billions owing to it by the nations of the 
older continent. We have surely the last of the 
conjecture that the republic might set the whole 
financial system of Europe on its feet at a stroke 
by writing off the debt of France! 

Congress has evidently decided that the for- 
cign loans owing by its late Allies are to be han- 
dled on the basis of strict business, uninfluenced 
by side considerations. How and why the ‘debts 
were incurred does not matter. That the money 
was spent in the United States, and went to the 
up-building of industries there, the creation of 
millonaires, and the prosperity of the farming 
population, does not count. Whether the United 
States would be in position to collect from any- 
body if France and Britain had not stopped Ger- 
many when the Kaiser struck for world power is 
not allowed to enter into the calculations. That 
they saved civilization, and incidentally saved the 
United States from a subsequent war that would 
have left it as bankrupt as the European Allies are 
today, does not affect essential facts. The money 
is owing; and has td’ be paid, and paid on terms 
less easy than might have been granted without 
costing the United States anything more than a 
fractional share in the aggregate cost of defending
